Vast Switch 


That he is, as he has said, 
somewhat bewildered by the vast 
switch in public opinion, is nat- 
ural. His bewilderment and the 
flaw in the speeches provided for 
him indicate very p'ainly a lack 
of political skill in his staff. 


The President’s speech, in an 
attempt to gloss over the reces- | 
sion, stressed the assertion that 
“things are better off than ever 
before in our history.” This is 
true—in general and on the na- 
tional average. 


But it was politically vulnerable 
because it ignored the fact that 
in a number of states there is 
still much unemployment, worry 
and, actually, some suffering. 


This approach to the issue of 
the recession did not go well in 
the farm belt. Farm prices have 
improved. There is no farm leg- 
islation which will permanently 
better the farm problem until 
some way is found to market the 
great agricultural surplus. The 
campaign speech was a little too 
slick and glib in its glossing over 
of the income and employment 
situations. A more careful or 
skillful speech, taking note of the 
states with economic suffering 
and specific promises to bring 
them up to the national level, 
might have sounded better. 


Farm Vote 


As it was the farm vote shifted 
heavily to the Democrats. 


Western votes were lost because 
of the President's position against 
federal aid to water projects to 
provide necessary irrigation for 
an expanding region. 


All of this suggests failure of 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee accurately to weigh the na- 
tional mood. It is simply un- 
believable that there was an 
awareness of the true situation. 


But with the election behind 
him, the President will look to 
the future. He already has said 
what he will do. He plans to be 
a sort of watchdog on spending. 
We may expect some vetoes of 
appropriation bills.

Firemen, policemen, members 
of the humane society, and even 
a preacher have all failed to 
come up with an effective idea 
to rescue Tennie. The Rev. Tom 
Bradley cut a hole through a 
basement wall and almost reached 
Teenie. 


“She looked to be only three or 
four feet away from my hand,” 
the minister said, ‘but she 
couldn’t get to me.”’ 


“TI don’t think anyone can save 
Tennie and I’m worried. There 
apparently is nothing that can be 
done,” said the kitty’s master, a 
not-in-good-health retired restau- 
rant operator who lives on an 
old-age pension in a hotel at 45% 
Auburn Ave., NE. 


MASTER UPSET 

The tragedy of Tennie has her 
master mighty upset. ‘Prissy and 
Tennie are all in the world I 
have,”’ said. Coursey. Prissy has 
stayed with Coursey in the small 
hotel room during the past four 
years while he has been bed- 
ridden from strokes most of the 
time. 


Two-year-old Tennie had been a 
good friend, too. 


There isn’t an abundance of 
food in Coursey’s room, where he 
does his own cooking on a hot 
plate, but there’s plenty of canned 
cat food. 


“I'd go hungry before I'd let 
Prissy and Tennie suffer for any- 
thing,” said Coursey, ‘‘but Tennie | 
is gone, I’m afraid, forever .. . | 
and I can’t do anything to res- | 
cue her.” |

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Young Mr. Mitchell 
Sounds Calm Note 


Rep. Erwin Mitchell, of Georgia’s 
Seventh Congressional District, is a new 
face in the state’s delegation in Washing- 
ton. But the youthful former judge of 
Dalton has been making some points in 
recent speeches of which his seniors as 
well as all citizens of the state might well 
take heed. 


From the yelps of some state politi- 
cians following the overwhelming vic- 
tory by Democrats in the congressional 
elections, one would think they wanted 
the Republicans to win. Their public 
anguish over their own party’s victory is 
a bit disconcerting, to say the least. 

Rep. Mitchell’s is a voice of calmness 
and: rational thinking. In a speech to an 
Atlanta American Legion post Thursday 
night, he said: 

“Sometimes I think we in the South 
have tended recently to show an inferi- 
ority complex in our dealings with the 
rest of the nation. That attitude is like 
putting our heads in the sand and ad- 
mitting defeat before we start.... 

“Tl think we should proceed on the 
assumption that the new and the incum- 
bent congressmen are men of good will 
who want to see the entire country pro- 
gress. Let’s don’t write all of them off as 
section-minded. Let’s assume that no men 
in Congress are South-haters.” 

Opposing the attitudes of defiance and 
self-pity, Rep. Mitchell declared: “If we 
take the attitude of friendship and con- 
ciliation, we can tell them our problems 
and try to educate them to our point of 
view.” 

Can there be any quarrel with that? 

Rep. Mitchell further hit the nail on 
the head in discussing state’s rights. Ad- 
hering to the principle, he declared: “But 
when we have a service we need, I would 
oppose a discontinuance of federal aid 
until the states are willing to provide 
uniformly the same service on the local 
level.” Here he pointed up the lip serv- 
ice given to state’s rights while those en- 
gaging in it work mightily to share in 
the federal pie. 

Thanks to Rep. Mitchell. He makes 
sense, Let’s have more of this kind of 
talk and less of this business of so-called 
Democrats bemoaning the Democratic 
victory. 

After all, there’s lots of room in the 
party and no need for an inferiority com- 
plex leading to self-defeat. And barring 
a revolution in Congress itself, Southern 
Democrats still hold the trump cards 
which they must play for the nation’s 
good as well as that of the region.

Will Tale of Buffalo 
Have a Happy Ending? 


Sixty million bison are a lot of buf- 
falo. 

That’s how many there were roaming 
on the North American continent when 
the first white men arrived from Europe. 

Every boy who lives vicariously in 
the TV recreated Old West can tell you it 
didn’t take the white men long to turn 
the tables. Buffaloes as well as bad men 
bit the dust in those days of the wild west. 

The nomadic Indians of the Great 
Plains centered their civilization around 
the bulky bison. For meat and milk, moc- 
casins and bow strings, blankets and 
clothing, utensils and tepees, the Indian 
turned to the bison. And for fuel with 
which to warm himself, he used buffalo 
chips. 
When the bison census was taken in 
1888, however, there were only 541 buf- 
faloes left to count. 

But that wasn’t the end of the story. 
The wholesale slaughter of the buffaloes 
by the white man is a sorry chapter in 


history that still could have a happy 


‘“ ; ending. 
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bison population again has reached fab- 
ulous proportions. In some places in Al- 
berta, Canada, you can buy buffalo steak 
and buffalo-burgers alongside the ham- 
burger. 

The comeback of the buffalo just goes 
to show that when the chips are down, no 
self-respecting buffalo will stay buffa- 
loed.

Fulton Jury Continues 
Service to All Georgia 


The Fulton County Grand Jury’s spe- 
cial presentment charging that the su- 
perintendent of Coweta County schools 
has received state money to which he is 
not entitled should shock the attorney 
general, the State Board of Education 
and Coweta officials into conducting a 
full-scale investigation. 

Contending that various means were 
used to obtain the funds, the grand jury 
held that illegalities date back over a 
period of years. 

Such being the case, why the laxity 


on the part of the State Board of Educa- 


tion? Controversy over the superintendent 
had beeh called to the attention of board 
members and, according to the present- 
ment, he even confessed to the board in 
1955 that he had obtained money under 
false pretenses. 

The Fulton jury, since the alleged ir- 
regularities were committed in Coweta 
County, does not have jurisdiction. 

But at least the taxpayers of Georgia 
can be thankful that the Fulton County 
Grand Jury does recognize its responsi- 
bility in instances involving state money 
wherever they occur and that it does 
make recommendations accordingly to the 
proper authorities. 

Certainly the latter should be able to 
carry on from there.

Julius Boros, who carted a two-stroke lead into the last day, was

They mentioned Bill Casper, Pete 
Cooper, Bill Collins, Fred Hawkins and 
others. Cooper then checked in with 
a 288, and a few minutes later Hawkins 
posted the same score. 


In the press tent they were talking 
about the possibility of a sudden death 
playoff. Collins, the surprising free 
swinger from Baltimore, was next 
under the wire with a 287. And now it 
was up to Boros and. Casper. 


Boros. had rebounded from his 
double bogey with six straight pars, 
and only two greens stood between 
The Moose and $8,500. If Boros 
and Casper slipped, the first-place 
dough belonged to Collins. 


Casper, one stroke behind Boros, 

j made his bid with a birdie on No. 17, 

Outlar a par three, 178-yard hole. But the 

chips were down now, and the pros 

tell you that's when Boros becomes an exceptional golfer. He 
proved it by plunking in a 25-footer to duplicate Casper’s birdie. 


—A First Time Two-Time Winner 

Casper was still in no mood to surrender, and he had to be 
defeated in championship style. The stylish putting ace from Apple 
Valley parred No. 18. But the pressure-thriving Boros got another 
bird. He planted a seven-ironer some five feet from the cup, calmly 
canned it and became the first man to repeat in the Carling meet. 


This was indeed prosperous for Boros, for as his winning 
putt hit the rim Gen. Alex Bolling, the Carling Regional veep, 
grinned and said that cost us $5,000,more. The first-prize loot 
was $3,500, and two-time Carling winners collect a $5,000 bonus. 


After the official presentations, Boros was on the air almost 
as often as Arthur Godfrey. He kicked off with WSB’s Paul McClay 
on Monitor. 


“How does it fee! to be the winner of the Carling Open,”’ 
inquired. “It feels $8,500 richer,’’ the frank Boros replied.

After discussing his triumph, Boros remarked that he had to 
drive to St. Pete tonight. ‘“‘With all the money you've won; you 
should fly,” a fellow said. 


The Pinkertons, rendering their usual excellent perform- 
ance, then convoyed the winner and still champion to the press 
tent. There, reporters and announcers continued the quiz. 


“See, if you'd finished second you'd already be packed up and 
on your way to Florida,’’ someone said. ‘‘Yeah, but I wouldn’t have 
this check,”’ Boros said. 

“I picked you to win all the way,’ a radio anonuncer said. 
“I'd say that makes you a pretty good prophet,’’ Boros said. 


—The Moose Often Vamooses with the Loot 


The personable, 38-year-old Boros, a pro since 1949, was as 
calm as a banker on his way to the office. And Boros and bankers 
have something in common .. . namely money. The Moose has 
vamoosed with more than $170,000 since he started collecting green- 
backs on the greens. That figure marks him No. 9 in the all-time 
PGA lineup of money men. 


“He wins the big ones,’’ said Atlantan Gefhe Dahibender, who 
had won the low amateur trophy via a 294. “When the going is 
tough, he’s at his best. He has a better record than anyone except 
Ben Hogan in the U.S. Open.”’ 


Boros won the U.S. Open in 1952, and he has missed the top 
ten in that coveted event only twice since 1950. In °52 Boros 
also won the “World” at Tam O’Shanter, the first golfer to 
win both meets in one year. Dick Meyer achieved the feat in 
1957. More important to Boros, he won $37,032 in ’52. He repeated 
as the leading capitalist again in 1955 when he won the “‘World’’ 
again and deposited $63,125. 


Thereafter, he lapsed into a 33-month slump which ended this 
year in Hot Springs, Ark., when he won the Arlington Open. 


“Explain the slump?” Boros said, repeating a question. ‘‘Well, 
I went on the exhibition tour after winning the ‘World’ and I didn’t 
get to devote enough time to my game. But I think I'm back on 
the right track now.’’ 


Obviously so. The Carling Open was the 29th trip to the tee 
for Boros this year, and he’s collected more, than 30 grand. An 
accountant before he turned pro, Boros shoulan’t have any trouble 
keeping up with his dough. 


The Moose got the money, Dahlbender got the silverware, the 
fans got a thrill and the young Cherokee Club got off on the right 
foot.

Clash on Inflation 


Firms Want Credit Curbed; 


Unions Ask Direct Controls

WASHINGTON (#—Sharply differing views by or- 


ganized labor and business 


over how to achieve price 


stability in a period of economic inflation were made 
public by a congressional committee Sunday. 


Some labor union spokesmen 
urged direct economic controls to 
ease inflationary price pressures. 
They included possible breaking 
up of large business corporations, 
federal review of proposed price 
increases, and government incor- 
poration of business enterprises. 


Business economists placed 
more reliance on traditional feder- 
al controls over credit and money, 
restraints on rises in business 
costs including wages, and appli- 
cation of the antitrust laws to or- 
ganized labor as well as business. 


IN ADVANCE 


Their views were contained in a | 
compendium of commentaries col- | 
lected by the Senate-House Eco- 
nomic Committee in advance of | 


public hearings scheduled Dec. 15- 


18 as part of an over-all study of 
prices and economic growth. 


The comments were by an initial 
panel composed of Solomon Bar- 
kin of the Textile Workers of 
America, AFL-CIO economist Ev- 
erett M. Kassalow, Ira T. Ellis 
of Du Pont, and Beryl Sprinkel 
of the Harris Trust & Savings 
Bank of Chicago. 


The academic viewpoint will be 
presented by Dean George L. 
Bach of the Carnegie Institute of 
Technology, and Prof. William J. 
Baumol of Princeton University. 


FORMAL PAPER 


In his formal paper, Barkin op- 
posed insertion by Congress of a. 
specific policy directive for price | 
stability in the full employment 
act of 1946. Existing indirect mon- 
etary and fiscal controls cannot 
restrain price increases, he con- 
tended. 


Barkin said maximum employ- 
ment and prodution—the goal of 
the employment act—can best be 
realized by curbing prices through 
the use of selective price, mone- 
tary and fiscal controls ‘which | 
would impede, but not smother, | 
inflationary price pressures with- | 
out checking economic activity.” 


“Our choice is not between in- 


A New 


direct controfs and runaway infla- 
tion, but between reeping infla- 
tion and price stability by means 
of special controls over specific 
economic pressures,” he said. 


Barkin contended that big cor- 
porations set their own prices 
without regard to supply and de- 
mand. He said cost-of-living wage 
adjustments do not cause higher 
prices but stem from them. 


He suggested “immediate deter- 
mination” by Congress of the de- 
sirability of breaking up large 
business corporations as one area 
of inflationary pressure. 


ECONOMIC GROWTH 


Kassalow defined improved pro- 
ductivity as the key to economic 
growth and stability, with the fed- 
eral government taking a key role 
in research and development. 


He also suggested the need for 
legislative safeguards against 
speculative price increases which 
he said are likely to occur in the 
event of limited wars similar to 
that in Korea. 


In contrast to the views of labor 
union spokesmen, both Ellis and 
Sprinkel urged dependency on the 
existing monetary tools of the gov- 
ernment and federal reserve sys- 
tem. 


Ellis, however, added that cred- 
it restraints cannot do the job 


alone. Government spending poli- 


cies now play an increasing role 
in maintaining price stability, he 
said. 


BUDGET SURPLUS 


Ellis urged creation of a sub- 
stantial budget surplus in periods 
of prosperity when tax receipts 
are high. The government, he said 
must avoid overspending in other 
times to avoid an excessive and 
inflationary supply of cheap 
money. 


The most important cost of busi- 
ness, Ellis said, is the payroll 
| Cost. This has a direct bearing on 
‘prices, he said, adding: “If we 
| are to restrain price increases, we 
_must restrain wage and salary in- 
creases as well as other costs.” 


Sprinkel, also advancing the bus- 
iness viewpoint, urged that the 
Full Employment Act specifically 
state price stability as a national 
economic objective.

CLEVELAND —Fourth-quarter 
| steel production will be the best 
of the year, with the output total- 
ing about 26 million tons, Steel 
Magazine reported Sunday. 


Steel mill operations are expect- 
ed to average 74 per cent of rated 
|Capacity compared with 54.1 per 
‘cent in the first two quarters and 
| 60.1 per cent in the third. 


Production last week reflected 
| delays in automotive buying and 
|seasonal declines in construction 
items, the Metalworking Weekly 
‘said. Operations slipped half a 
point to 74.5 per cent of capacity 
and production amounted to about 
2,011,000 tons. The output was 
15,000 tons more than during the 
corresponding week of last year. 


Automobile production last 
month was cut almost in half by 
strikes over local issues. 


“Instead of assembling the 488,- 
000 cars they had scheduled, auto- 
makers built only 259,000,” Steel 
said. “They've upped Novem- 
ber’s quota from 500,000 to 531,000 
and will boost December's output 
if sales reports are sufficiently 


| encouraging. 


“If carbuilders don’t raise their 
sights they'll turn out 510,000 
autos in December and 1.3 million 
in the fourth quarter, or 10 per 
cent less than the 1.45 million 
originally planned.” 


Fourth-quarter ‘steel require- 
ments of the automotive industry 
will be about 3.2 million tons if 
the manufacturers decide to make 
up for lost production in the final 
weeks of the year, Steel said. 
Building of inventories by sup- 
pliers of auto parts will help hold 
up the steel demand even if car 
assemblies fall 10 per cent short 


of the original target, it added.
